to functlon—but underGovernment control. 
“I am not referring to problems aris- 
Ing out of the transitionary period, when 
the ‘Sick Funds turn over their authority 
to the Government; I'm talking ahout 
the fact that the Government has not 
shown any great efficiency in running 
ita public services — witness the poat 
office, the telephone service and the cus- 
toms.” 

Mr. Saroka, who has been active In 
Kupat Holim almost since ita inception 
half a century ago, is called — in Kupat 
Holkm circles — “The real Minister of 
Health.” 

“In 1049, the Government had 702 
hospital beda; today, it haa 8,959 — a 
growth of 464 per cent. Kupat Holim, 
which had 888 beds in 1949, now has 
2.804 — “a growth of 622 per cent.” 
Moreover, many of ‘the Government 
“heds" are in scattered pavilions, such es 
in Tel Hashomor and Assaf Harofeh. These 
should be rebuilt into regular hospitals, 
such as Kupat Holtm's Bellingon, Melr, 
Sharon, Beersheba, Afula, cto.

aoelology or psychology elther. For 
the basic assumption of these books 
ja that sexuality exists in some 
special, hermeticolly _—sealed-off 
realm, untouched by the stresses 
and tensions of a person’s social 
existence or his individul history.

Gg Menuhio's first “Music 
Academy Committec" was formed 
in 1962 in London. Its object was 
the founding of a boarding school 
~— the only one of Its kind out- 
side Russia — where unusually 
gifted children would receive re- 
gular instrumental teaching and 
practice under expert, guidance, 
Combined with a broad general edu- 
cation of high standard. In 1963 a 
start was made with 15 children, 
jo collaboration with the Arts Bdu- 
cational Trust. In 1964 the premises 
σπ- a comfortable Victorian villa — 
were acquired at Stoke d'Abernon, 
Surrey. 

AE the time of this book's publi- 
cation, the Yehudi Menuhin School 
had 36 resident pupils and there 
were plans to extend the existing 
premises. The school is recognized 
by the Department of Education 
and Science but still remains a 
private school dependent on the 
generosity of contributors. 


Menuhin says in his preface: 
“Whatever those children tun ont 
to bo, great or good musicians, 
great or good teachers, we do have 
a hope that they will ba great or 
ood human beings.” . .

“As T do research, 
IT have little contact with studenta 
but those of my colleaguea who do, 
tell me that this jatest group of 
students are the least militant In 
three years. 


“There Js leas social agitation,” she 
reported. Her son ia in Callfornia, 
and one of her daughters in New 
York, so she gets around the coun- 


try, and she is constantly meeting 
colleagues from other colleges, Be- 
sides, she pointed out, the student 7 - 
movement has splintered into fac- ͵ 
tions and the majority of students 

reacted against the violence such a8 

that wrecked Wlisconsln University. 

One element which outsiders were 

apparently unaware of, waa that 

many youngsters at college come 

from working class backgrounds and : 
“for them the American Dream ia : 
stil very valid, they value the 

College education that thelr parents 

never had." Then again, the profes- 

sors are a lit disillusioned with 

the students: “One colleague told 

me: we are all just baby sitters, 

and have to keep them off the la- 

bour market πὲ} they reach 21," 

she related, noting that most joby 

require college degrees. A disruptive 

element in the campuses was the 
conglomeration of drifters who call 

themselves “the street people” and 

who merge ensily with the tole- 

rant atudents, and these drop-outs 

have provided explosive material in 

the college towns. 


So ‘back to Women's Lib and the

MDRICAN detergent makers are 
quletly removing enzymes from 

some of thoir laundry products he- 
cause of decreasing sales due to 
what Industry officials call con- 
sumer confusion over safety of the 
stain reniovers. 

Industry Apokeaman contacted last 
weck insisted there 18 no evidence 
that enzyme detergents are any more 
hazardous than regular detergents. 
But they confirmed the cutback 
on enzyines after a New York 
unton officlal had disclosed that 
Proctor and Gamble has begun 
producing on enryme-free Tide. 

The move comes as the U.S. Fe- 
deral Trade Cominiasion continues 
a yeor-old investigation of enzyme 
safety.

U.S. laundry product market. 

Enzymes are chemicals which are 
present in all living things and 
speed up chemical reactlona, such 
as the digestion of food. In deter- 
gents, the enzymes break down cer- 
tain stalns so the regular washing 
process Can remove them.
